A Letter from Inverneſs, dated Auguſt 16, ſays, ſeve- 


ral of the Camerons and Macdonalds are in Arms, but 


there are no foreign Forces or Councils, among them; 
ſo that any Commotion theſe mad Men occaſion, muſt 

very ſoon be quaffied. Sir Alexander Macdonald dined

On the con 
Another Letter ſays, the Chevalier is certainly landed

(CARL SLE hath a moſt agreeable and pleaſant 


— Situation, being guarded on the North Side by the 


Eden, on the Eaſt by the Petterel, and on the Weſt by 


the Cauder. It is alſo ſecured by a ſtrong Stone Wall, 
ſo thick that four or five Men uſually walk abreaſt on 
the Top of it, without Hazard or Inconvenience, and 
it is the common Walk or airing-place of the Citizens. 
It is allo defended by a very broad Ditch, and all the 

Gates have Draw-bridges. It is likewiſe a very ſtrong 


Caſtle and Citadel; ſo that it is juſtly eſteemed one of 


the ſtrongeſt, if not the ſtrongeſt, City in England. Tis 
of an oblong Form from Weſt to Eaſt, and the Caſtle; 
Which ſtands to the Weſtern Part of it, is pretty large, 


and by the Arms (as Mr. Camden infers) ſeems to have ; 


been built by King Richard II. . 
This City is of very great Antiquity, having been a 


Roman Colony. In the 8th or gth Century it was en- 


tirely ruined by the Danes, and continued deſolate for 
200 Years, William Rufus rebuilt it, and Henry J. 
conſidering how good a Barrier it might be made agaiuſt 


the Scots, cauſed it to be well fortified, placed a Gar- 


rifon in it, dignified it with an Epiſcopal See, and be- 
ſtowed upon it many other Privileges and Emoluments, 
which might make it ſtrong and populous, which his 
Succeſſors, even down ſo low as Queen Elizabeth, very 
much augmented. It was indeed often befieged by the

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Scots, and was twice taken, viz. in King Stephen's and 
King John's Days, but recovered again by their Suc- 
_ ceſfors Kings Henry II, and III. and tho' it was burnt

by Misfortune in the 14th of Richard IT. and near 1500 
Houſes deſtroyed, with the Cathedral aed Suburbs, yet 
by the Munificence of the ſucceeding Kings, it was 


again reſtored, and much improv'd in Strength and 


Beauty. 


It is at preſent a wealthy and popaſous Place, the 


Houſes are well built, and City walled in, having three 
Gates, viz. the Caldo or Iriſh Gate on the South, the 
Bother, or Engliſh Gate, on the Weſt, and the Rickard, 
or Scots Gate, towards the North. Tt trades chiefly in 


Fuſtians, has a conſiderable Market on Saturdays, and 
a yearly Fair on the Aſſumption of the Virgin Mary. 
It is govern'd by a Mayor, twelve Aldermen, two Bai- 


liffs, &c. and ſends two Burgeſſes to Parliament. The

There are but two Pariſn Churches in this City, viz. 


St. Mary and St. Cuthbert; St. Mary's is the Cathedral, | 
and ſtands almoſt in the midſt of it.

the Choir, which, with the Iſles, is 51 Foot broad, is 


an exact Piece of Architecture, having a ſtately Eaſt-

xyleſhire Men, and the two Regiments of Cobham an 
ark Kerr, and quartered myſelf at Linlithgow with 


eight Battalions ; and Brigadier Mordaunt with ſix Bat- 


taliions at Burrowſtoneneſs. The Dragoons quartered 


in the adjacent Villages, and Colonel Campbell, with 


the Argyleſhire Men in the Front, towards the Avon, 
A conſiderable Body of the Rebels was then at Falkirk, 
and ſome few of them appeared on the Hills between 
that Place and Linlithgow. 'They gave it out, that they 
intended to ſtand another Action with the King's Forces, 
but at the fame Time ſeem'd very uneaſy for their Bag- 
gage, which they were endeavouring to ſecure on the 
other Side of the Forth. They were very much diſ- 
appointed at the Defence General Blakeney had made 
in Stirling Caſtle, and ſaid it was impoſſible for Man to 
take it.

On my Arrival here I found all our wounded Men, 
whom they had made Priſoners in the late Action, and 
in their Retreat had been obliged to leave behind them. 
And I hear they left their oat at Stirling ſpiked 1 
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Ass ſoon as I came here, I detached immediately 
Brigadier Mordaunt, with the Argyleſhire Men, and all 
the Dragoons, in Purſuit of them, though it is imagin'd 
that moſt of them will have eſcaped at the Ford of Frew, 
and they generally make a good deal of Haſte when 
they were going off. They have loſt a great many Men 
at Stirling, and ſay it is all over with them, and they 
ſhall make to Montroſe.

FT muſt be confeſs'd, that there is nothing more 


1 natural to the Multitude, than to be miſled in 
their Notion of Things by Accidents, and the Reports 


Which follow them, of which we have never had 


ſtronger Inſtances, than ſince the Breaking out of the 
Rebellion in Scotland. At firſt it was look d upon as a 
Thing below Notice, and for ſeveral Weeks People

Part of Scotland is engag'd in it; for hitherto no one 
Town or Port has declared in Favour of the Rebels ; 
but taking it in its greateſt Latitude, we can only ſup- 
poſe, that the People of the Highlands are engag'd 
therein. Now the Highlands lie in the Middle of Scot. 
land, and may be divided from the Southern Part of 
that Kingdom, by a Line drawn acroſs the Iſthmus at 
Stirling; ſo that we may ſafely pronounce the Rebels to 
have no Influence on the Country lying nearer to us 
than that Town unleſs by Force. On the North, again 
their Power may be bounded by a Line croſs the Iſth- 


mus, which is terminated on the Eaſt Side of Iawerneſt, 


the Front of which Line cannot exceed eight Miles in 
breadth, which may therefore be eaſily guarded by the 
Inhabitants of the Northern Counties of Cathneſs, Su- 
 therlana, Roſs, Strathnawer, &c. which were never eſ⸗ 


teem'd diſaffected. Taking Things therefore in this 
Light, it will appear that they have not above a third 


Part of the Kingdom of Scotland under their Influence, 
and that the worſt Part of it too, in all Reſpects, ſince 
it is Mountainous, Barren, has very few Ports, and lies 


in ſuch a Manner, as that thoſe who inhabit it may 


be in a great Meaſure impriſon'd within theſe Bounds, 


which would alone go a great Way towards reducing 


them, ſince it is certain that if this were once the Caſc, 
they muſt diſband and diſperſe for want of Subſiſtence. 


All that I have faid is indiſputable Truth, as every | 


Man, who is acquainted with Scorland, muſt allow; and 
yet it offers widely from what paſſes for Truth among

But tho? the Highlands may be pretty near a third 

Part of that Kingdom, yet for the Reaſons before al- 
ſign'd, they can ſcarce be thought the moſt populous 

Part; for in a Country that is neither well cultivated, 
nor has any great Share of Trade, it is impoſſible the In- 
habitants ſhould be numerous; but becauſe I would be

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28 particular as it is poſſible, I will endeavour to aſcer- 
tain the Number of the People in the Highlands. 
According to the beft Computations that I have met 
with, there may be in the whole Kingdom about a Mil- 
lion of People, and of theſe I reckon the Highlanders 
may be a ſixth Part, and I am perſuaded, this is rather 
more than leſs than they are. But let us take them at 
one hundred and ſixty Thouſand, Men, Women, and 
Children; and then if any Perſon capable of bearing 
Arms were brought into the Field, they might amount 
to twenty-five Thouſand Men; but then if we conſider, 
that at leaſt one half of the Highland Clans, are either 
neutral or well affected, and that there are fewer Chiefs 
in this, than there were in the laſt Rebellion, we may 
very fairly and juſtly conclude on theſe Grounds, that 
the Rebels can hardly bring twelve Thouſand into the 
= Field ; but at the moſt, and by all the Methods they 
can uſe, ſuppoſing they do not leave a ſerviceable Man 

at Home, not above fifteen Thouſand, whatever we may 
have heard to the contrary.

to another. On the whole, therefore, it requires no- 
thing but Attention, Impartiality, and Common Senſe 
to be ſatisfied, that what has been . about of 
their Superiority, is idle, abſurd, and ridiculous. : 
But it will be objected, that ſay what you will, they 
are better Sword{men : And what then? The Buſineſs is 
not to be diſputed upon a Stage, but in the Field, and 
the Broad Sword 15 not to be oppoſed to another Sword, 
but to a Muſquet and Bayonet, and therefore let us ſee 
how theſe Weapons differ. 'The Broad Sword is dread- 
ful, but the Bayonet is deadly; it is the Edge of the 
Sword that cuts, but the Point of the Bayonet kills; a 
Man may live that has his Cheek cut off, but not with 
a Wound through the Vitals. So much for the Wea- 
pons, now for the Force with which it 1s us'd ; the 
Sword is manag'd by one Arm, the Muſquet and Bayo- 
net is thruſt-by -both ; the one may be eſcaped, the other 
is irreſiſtable; the Blow of the former is low, and muſt 
be perceived, the Thruſt of the latter is quick, and felt

againſt the Shoe-blackers of this Neighbourhood, were

violent Guſt aroſe, which blew the Soot from the Chim- 


ney-{weepers ſo ſtrongly into the Eyes of our People, that 
they could not ſee at all, and thought proper to retreat 
in good Order into the Meaus. The Enemies loſs was 
judged to be very conſiderable, but no particulars can be 
given, as it is believed they carried off their Dead and 
Wounded in their Soot-Sacks; the Battle was fought in 
the Broad-way, juſt over - againſt the Horſe-Guardi. 

Our Friends kept the Field, but found when they came 
to their Quarters, that ſeveral Stools, Baskets, Bruſhes, 


and Blacking-pots were miſſing; this was owing to the 


behaviour of Laurence Linklight, and Fack Scrubit, who 
being left in charge of the Stores, abandon'd them at the 
beginning of the Action: But ſome Accounts ſay, that 
what they could not carry off, they threw into the Fire 


of a neighbouring Gin- Ship. One or two of our Officers 


behaved well, and drove the Enemy before them. The

We marched the 8th from 
Aberdeen, and encamped the 11th at Culloden, where 
Lord Albemarle joined us, and the whole Army was 
aſſembled ; and Yeſterday we marched to the Spey, and 
paſſed it with no other Loſs than one Dragoon and four 
Women, who were all drowned. Me 
Major General Huſke was detached in the Morning 
with the fifteen Companies of Grenadiers, the High- 
landers, and all the Cavalry, and two Pieces of Cannon, 
and his Royal Highneſs went with them himſelf. On 
our firſt Appearance the Rebels retired from the Side of 
the Spey towards Elgin; whereupon the Duke of King- 
ſon's Horſe immediately forded over, ſuſtained by the 
Grenadiers and Highlanders ; but the Rebels were al- 
ready got out of their Reach before they could paſs : 
The Foot waded over as faſt as they arrived with great 
Chearfulneſs. | 3 
The Rebels appeared to us to be between 2 or 3000. 
We are to march this Morning for Elgin, and, if we 
find it practicable, hall try to reach Forres, from whence 
there will be but two Marches to Inverneſs. | 
We have had the fineſt Weather that could be wiſhed | 
tor our firſt Incampment, and have hitherto found Plen- 
ty of Straw and Forrage. „ 
We hear from Newcaflle, that his Royal Highneſs 
the Duke of Cumberland's Army, has paſſed the Spey, 
2000 of the Highlanders drew up with a Shew of op- 
poling them, but upon ſeeing their Numbers, retreated 
to Elvin ; when the Expreſs came away, the Armies 
were within eight Miles of each other, ſo tha: we may 
probably ſoon hear of an Action. .

Execution, they fled, with the reſt of their Army, leay- 
ing 500 killed on the Field of Battle.

French ſurrender'd themſelves Priſoners. Part of the 
Rebels fled towards Badenoch and Fort Auguſtus ; others 
thro' Inverneſs to Roſsſhire.

The 
Earl of Kilmarnock, Sir John Wedderburn, the Perſon 
calld by the Rebels the French Ambaſſador, with many

An accurate Account of the Battle near Culloden Houſe, 
ewith Remarks on the Diſpoſition of the reſpective Armies.

with; then the Earl of Cromarie pleaded guilty ; they 


both behaved well, and with great Decency, and the 
Buſineſs of the Day would have been ſoon over, but 
Lord Balmerino, contrary to his Friends Advice, plead- 
ed Not Guilty, in Point of one Article relating to his

Which done, his Grace acquainted them that his Ma- 
jeſty had 338 the Sentence of Hanging, to that of 
having their Heads ſevered from their Bodies, on Ac- 


count of their Quality. They were then immediately 
taken from the Bar. ; 
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And Account of the Execution of Willian Earl of Kilmar- 
8 noch, and Arthar Lord Balmerino. 


On the 18th of Auguſt, between Five and Six in the 
Morning, a Detachment of about 500 Horſe, and 1000 
Foot Soldiers marched through the City from St. James's 
for Tower-hill, to attend the Execution of the Earl of 
Kilmarnock and Lord Barmerino; and the ſame Morn- 
ing the Sheriffs of the City 6f London, with their Of- 
ficers, and the Executioner, went from the Mitre Ta- 
vern in Fenchurch-ftreet to the Houſe hired by them on 
Tower-hill for the ſaid Lords. At Ten o'Clock the 
Block was fixed on the Stage, and covered with Black 
Cloth, and fix Sacks of Saw-duſt were brought up to. 
ſtrew on the Stage; ſoon after their Coffins were 
brought, cover'd with Black Cloth, with gilt Nails, &c: 
On that for the Earl of Kilmarnock was a Plate with 
this Inſcription, viz. Gulielmus Comes de Kilmarnock, de- 
collatus 18 Auguſti, 1746. ZEtat ſuæ 42, with an Earl's 
Coronet over it, and fix Coronets over the fix Handles; 
and on that for Lord Balmerino was a Plate with this 
Inſcription, viz. Arthurus Dominus de Balmerino, decol- 
latus 18 Auguſti, 1746, tat ſur 58, with a Baronet's 
Coronet over it, and fix others over the fix Handles: 
At half an Hour after Ten the Sheriffs went to the 
Tower, and after knocking ſome Time at the Gate, 
they were admitted, and the Priſoners, on their giving 
4 Receipt, were delivered to them; and Mr. Sheriff 
_ Blachford walked with the Earl of Kilmarnock, and Mr. 


P | Sheriff 
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Sheriff Cockayne walked with Lord Balmerino,. to the 
Houſe provided for them, at the Corner of Katherine- 
Court, fronting the Scaffold, and about thirty Yards 


_ diſtant, the Back-Parlour and Paſſage of the ſaid Houfe, 
the Rails encloſing a Way from thence to the Scaffold, 
and the Rails round the Scaffold, being all hung with 


Black, at the Sheriffs Expence. They fpent about an 
Four, and at half an Hour after Eleven o'Clock the 
Earl of Kilmarnock, with the Sheriffs, Mr. Foſter the 
Divine who attended him, and ſome other Gentlemen, 
came upon the Scaffold: His Lordſhip was dreſſed in 
Black, and having ſpent a little Time in Devotion, he 
took the Bag from his Hair, and by the Help of his 
Gentleman pulled off his Coat and Neckcloth, and put 
on a Cap made of a Damaſk Napkin, after which he 
ſpoke to the Executioner (who was dreſſed in White) 
and ſaluted his Friends: His Hair ſeeming to be in the 
Way, he put it under his Cap, and his Shirt and Neck 


of his Waiſtcoat were tucked in; after which he knelt 


down at the Block on a Black Cuſhion, and laid down 
his Head, and raiſed it again five ſeveral Times ; then 


the Cap being drawn over his Eyes (a great Piece of 
Scarlet Cloth being held under the Block to catch the 


Head in) he laid down his Head, and .in about five 
Minutes gave the Signal, and the Executioner at one 
Blow ſever'd his Head from his Body, excepting a {mall 
Skin, which was immediately cut off, and wrapped in 
the Scarlet Cloth, and his Body was put into the Cot- 
fin. He behaved on the Scaffold with great Decency, 
but was weak in Body, having been indiſpoſed for ſome 
Days paſt ; he was very penitent, and appeared in every 
Reſpe& melancholy at his unhappy Circumſtances, not- 
- withſtanding he bore his Death with the Conduct and

they were too humane to rejoice in the Cataſtrophe. It 
is believed ſo many People never met together before, 


aſlociating in ſo perfect a Calm; and, we hope, when 


theſe unhappy Affairs are ended, will never have Cauſe 


to meet again on ſo tragical an Occaſion. They ſaw 


the Enemies of their Country fall as became them. And 
we muſt beg leave to conclude this Account, 
by faying, that though moſt preſent judged it right that 
they ſhould die, yet we believe all join with us in wiſh- 
ing them a happy Eternity. 


Sasome Particulars relating to Mr. Ratcliffe. 


On Friday December 21, Mr. Ratcliff was brought 


from the Tower under a ſtrong Guard to the King's 


Bench Bar, and his former Sentence read to him (he 


being concerned in the Rebellion in the Year 1715: 
He told the Chief Juſtice of the King's Bench (when he 


called him Charles Ratcliffe) that his Name was not 


Charles Ratcliffe, but was Earl of Derwentwater by 
Birth and Title; that he was an Officer in the King of 
France's Service, and had his Commiſſion in his Pocket, 


and that he knew no ſuch Man as Charles Ratcliffe. 


He deſpiſed the Court and their Proceedings, and be- 
haved in every Reſpect indecent. He was in the Court 
the Space of an Hour, and was then taken from the 

Bar, and remanded back to the Tower. The Court 
ordered that he ſhould be brought again on Monday the 
24th. He was accordingly brought to the Bar, where af- 
ter a Trial of ſeven Hours, in which ſeveral Points of 
Law were argued, he was found by the Jury to be the 
identical Perſon, upon which he was ordered to be ex- 
ecuted at Tyburn. His Behaviour was very bold, and 
when aſked by the Court, what he had to ſay with re- 


gard to Time, he anſwer'd, That he deſired as much as 
poſſible, ſince he muſt write to Lord Moreton at Paris, 


and ſhould be glad to wait for his Anſwer. 
e RT 19 85 Monday 
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Monday Dec. 8, being the Day appointed for the 
Execution of Charles Ratcliffe, Eſq; about Eight oClock 
in the Morning two Troops of Life-Guards, and one 
Troop of Hotfs-Grenadier Guards, and a Battalion of 
Foot-Guards marched to Little-Tower-Hill, where the 


Horſe lined the Way from the Scaffold to the Iron- 
Gate, and the Foot-Guards and ſome of the Horſe, en- 
compaſſed the Scaffold: About Ten the Block, cover'd 
with Black, with a Cuſhion, and two Sacks of Saw- 


duſt were brought up ; after the Block was fixed, came 
Mr. Ratcliffe's Coffin, which was covered with Black 
Velvet, with eight Handles, and the Nails double gilt, 
but no Plate upon it. At near Eleven Mr. Alderman 
Winterbottom and Mr. Alderman Alſop, the Sheriffs of 


London and Middleſex, with their Deputies, &c. came 
upon the Stage to ſee if every Thing was ready for their 
Reception ; and finding the Scaffold intirely finiſhed, 


returned with a Party of Foot-Grenadiers for Mr. Rat- 


cliffe, who came in a Coach ſoon after, and being con- 


ducted into the little Booth (which was lined with Black 
for that Purpoſe) at the Foot of the Stairs leading to 


the Scaflold, he there ſpent about half an Hour in his 


Devotions, and then, with the Sheriffs, a Clergyman, 


and a few of his Friends, aſcended the Stairs which 
brought him to the Block. When he came upon the 
Scaffold, he firſt took Leave of his Friends, and after 
ſpeaking a few Words, and giving a Purſe of Ten 


Guineas to the Executioner, kneeled down to Prayers, 
in which he was aſſiſted by the whole Company upon the 


Scaffold. When Prayers were over, which laſted about 


ſix Minutes, he took off his Hat and Wig, and with 
the Aſſiſtance of one of the Warders of the Tower, put 
on a Damaſk Napkin made into a Cap, and pulled of 


tis Cloaths ; he then kneel'd down, and laid his Head 
upon the Block, and in about two Minutes gave the 
Signal to the Executioner, who ſevered his Head from 
his Body at three Blows, at the firſt of which the Axe 


ſtuck ſo faſt in the Block, that it was got out with Dif- 
ficulty. The Body was immediately put into the Coffin 


and. 
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and carried away in a Hearſe that waited for that Pur- 
poſe. 


He behaved with the greateſt Fortitude and Coolneſ;

He was Brother to the late Earl of Derwentwater, 
who was beheaded on Tower-Hill in the Year 1715, 
and was arraigned at the Exchequer-Bar at Weſtminſter, 
May 8, 1716, for High-Treaſon, but pleaded Not 
Guilty; and on the 18th of the ſame Month he was 
brought to his Trial, and found Guilty ; but on the 


1ith of December in the ſame Year he made his Eſcape 


out of Newgate. From that time he reſided abroad, 
and of late Years in France, where he married the Lady 


Newburgh, of the Kingdom of Scotland, by whom he 


has a Son, who was ſome time a Priſoner with him in 
the Tower. om | Den 
It ſeems the Derwentwater Eſtate was only confiſca- 

ted to the Crown for the Life of Charles Ratcliffe, Eſq; 


but by a Clauſe of an Act of Parliament, paſſed ſome 
few Years ſince, which ſays, That the Iſſue of any Per- 


ſon attainted of High-Treaſon, born and bred in any 
Foreign Dominion, and à Roman Catholick, ſhall for- 
feit his Reverſion of ſuch Eſtate; and the Remainder 
hall forever be fixed in the Crown. By which Clauſe,

Some Account of the Trial of Lord Lowat, and of bir

December 17, the Articles of Impeachment of High 
Treaſon againſt Simon Lord Lovat, were exhibited by,

And the ſaid Lord Lovat was carried up this Day to 
the Bar of the Houſe of Peers, and heard the Articles of: 
Impeachment read againſt him. 

When he was at the Bar of the Houſe of Peers laſt 


Thurſday, to hear his Articles of of Impeachment read, 
he ſaid, He was ſurprized they ſhould trouble them 


« ſelves about ſo old a Man; and that what he had done 


« ought to be imputed to the Effect of Dotage, and that 
be nad loſt his Memory for theſe two Vears. 


When he came out of the Coach he was ſo weak, that . 


he was obliged to be ſupported by two Warders, and 


deſired a. Smelling Bottle, before he was brought to the 
Bar. 


He likewiſe acquainted their Lordihips that he had ; 
nothing to ſupport himſelf, and deſired that his Strong 


Box might be returned to him. 


Then it was ordered that the Lord 1 of 
Scotland ſhould allow him the Profit of his Eſtate. 


Monday Morning, the Lord Lavat was brought from 


the Tower, attended by Mr. Fowler, the Gentleman 
Gaoler, under a ſtrong Guard, to Weſtminſter-Hall.

Letters ſigned by the Lord Lovat. and ſent to the

After which they ſummed up their Evidence fully to

Then being defired to proceed to his Evidence, he 


moved for four or five Days Refpite, and that they 
would be pleaſed to deſire a certain Perſon might be 


examined as a Witneſs on his Behalf, :

mons, Leave was given accordingly. _ 


He was then order d back to the Tower. 
Being brought to Weſtminſter-Hall the next Day, 


the Lord High Steward acquainted him that his Council 
might proceed, but as he apprehended it was incon- 
ſiſtent with the Rules and Orders of the Houſe, deſired 
that their Lordihips would indulge him, to deliver in

Treaſon ? And began with the junior Lord (Arthur 
Lord Herbert of Cherbury) who ſtood up Uncovered 
and laying his Right Hand upon his Left Breaſt, ſaid, 
Guilty, upon my Honour 3 as did all the reſt of the Lords. 
After which the LordiLovat was order'd to be brought 
to the Bar of the Houſe of Peers in Weſtminſter-Hall 
the next Day, in order to ſhew Cauſe why Sentence of 
Death ſhould not paſs on him. „ EXT 
And about Two 'Clock the Right Hon. the Lord 
High Steward pronounced Sentence of Death on him. 


He made a long Speech, in regard to his Loyalty to his 


late Majeſty, and the preſent Royal Family, and the 


great Service he did in the Year 1715, in being inſtru- 
mental in ſuppreſſing that Rebellion: His Lordſlup 


mentioned the great Efteem the late and preſent King 
had for him, and that he never ſhewed any Diſreſpect, 
but only. once, being out of Temper at his Company 
of Highlanders being broke, which was miſconſtrued to 
his Diſadvantage.

Lord Lovat then ſtood 
up, and humbly hoped their Lordſhips would excuſe his

Then Lord Lovat ſaid, as he had given Proofs of his :

Then turning to the Commons, he ſaid, He hoped

Monday the 8th of April, an Order was ſent from 


the War-Office for a Detachment of 300 Horſe and 
1000 Foot-Guards, to march from the Parade at Seven 


o' Clock the next Morning, to attend the Execution of 
Lord Lovat on Tower-Hill, which they did. 
The Sheriffs of London and Middleſex gave Orders, 


that no Perſons whatever ſhould ſtand on the Scaffold 


during the Execution of Lord Lovat, excepting ſuch 


whoſe Buſineſs abſolutely requires their Attendance, re- 
membring that at the Execution of Charles Ratcliffe, 
Eſq; 'on the 8th of December laſt, the Scaffold was fo 


_ crowded, that very few, excepting thoſe who were upon 
it, could ſee the Priſoner ſuffer. ; 


About Eleven o'Clock Lord Lovat was guarded from 


the Tower to the Houſe prepared for him on Tower- 
Hill, where his Lordſhip ſpent about three Quarters of 
gan Hour, and then came on the Scaffold, neatly dreſſed 


in Black; and, without ſhewing the leaſt Sign of Fear, 
walked round the Stage with a Stick in his Hand, ſup- 
ported by two Warders, came to his Coffin, read the 
Inſcription thereon, viz.

The Death of her Lord leaving her ſole Miſtreſs of 


herſelf, and at full Liberty to purſue her Inclinations

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T*HIS is the Country where unequal Marriages are 
moſt commodn of any in the World. The Checks 
ef Decency hinder but a very few of the Exgliſb from 
following their own fantaſtical Humours, or from aban- 
doning themſelves to their Paſſions: If the Maſter of a 
Family marry his Maid-Servant, or the Daughter of a 
Great Peer, a Singer from one of the Theatres: Or à 
celebrated D——— ſs a Fortune-Hunter, who have n6 
other merit than Vigour, c. Some People laugh, 
Others ſay nothing about it, but ſcarcely any One is 
ſurprized at it. "Thoſe, who by their Birth are of Rank 
at Court, are riot afraid of degrading themſelves ; be- 
cauſe they cannot loſe that Rank. This is à Country of 
Liberty ; and that Liberty is carried ſo far, as to ven- 
ture deliberately on the moſt abſurd Conduct, and al- 
moſt without incurring any Blame. Our Laws in 
France, have wiſely provided all poſſible Means to hinder 
Children from marrying againſt the Conſent of their 
Parents; leſt they ſhould engage themſelves in Matches 
prejudicial io themſelves and diſhonourable to their Fa- 
milies. Youth is too blind, and too much ſubject to 
Paſſion, to underſtand its true Intereſt. The Laws of 
England are far otherwiſe in this Reſpect ; they all have 
a Tendency to favour even the moſt indecent Marriages: 
They do not require by far enough of public Solemnity 
in an AR, which the more important it is to thoſe who 
engage in it, ought fo much the more to intereſt thoſe to 
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vhom they are related. As the Wedding - Ceremony may

I hardly know what to think of the Story: I don't pre: 


tend to deny the Wiſdom of the Ergiiþ Legiſlature, 


without Doubt they have had good Reaſons for the Laws 
which they have enacted. But I am ſure the Abuſes of 
them are extreamly pernicious : they authorize all the 
Arts of the moſt common Proftitute to ſeduce any young 
Gentleman; they favour her Wickedneſs, and render 
unalterable thoſe ſhameful Ties in which ſhe has once 
intrapped him. It is impoſlible, in England, to provide 
too warily againſt theſe Creatures; they have a moſt 
wonderful Dexterity in laying Snares for young Men, 
and in covering by a Marriage, which brings them again 
into. Society, the Infamy of their paſt Conduct, which 
had ſeparated them from it. Their moſt common Way 
is to intoxicate the Men whom they have ſuch a Deſign 
upon. And then ſuch a Creature, who wants to be the 
Wife of a Man, who perhaps would be aſhamed to own 
her for his Miſtreſs, prevails on him, by her dangerous 
Careſſes to own before Witneſſes, that he takes her for 
his Wife. It often happens ſo, when he imagines that he 
is only in Feſt and Sport. But all Jeſting in this Affair 


F becomes ſerious in England: The Yes is always taken in 


the ſtricteſt Senſe of the Letter. The Woman perhaps 
has a Chaplain ready; this Minſter of the Goſpel lends 
himſelf to the Myſtery of Iniquity ; and that which in 

France would be only a Farce, which the Civil Magi- 
| firate would be prepared to chaſtize, becomes in E neland 
a ſerious Act, authoriz'd by the Laws. Whence it fre- 
quently happens, that a Man who went to Bed very caly 
and very drunk, finds himſelf at waking, married to a 
Creature whom he moſt heartily .deſpiſes and abhors. 
— Unions like theſe can only produce bad Citizens in 2 
State. If Men abandon themſelves brutally to their Paſ- 


ions, it ſhould be the Work of the Laws to 4 
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that Prudence which they then loſt Sight of; and as far 


as the good of Society will permit, to hinder a momen- 
tary Weakneſs or Frenzy from making them unhappy

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Let your firſt Actions be, your lifting up your Mind 
unto Almighty God, by heavenly Prayers, and feelingly 
digeſt the Words you ſpeak in Prayer with continual 
Meditation, and thinking of him to whom you pray;

whereby the Hours itſelf will put you in Remembrance

cur'd an ample Proviſion for her Daughter in Caſe of 


Alonzo's Death, a few Days and a ſplendid Equipage 
hurry'd her away to Madrid, very much to her Mother's 
Satihfaction, who thought herſelf compleatly Happy, 
except only when ſhe turn'd her Eyes upon Jacintha, 
and conſider'd ſhe was unprovided for. 

Some little while after, a ſtrange Accident brought 
Don Carlos into the Family; a young Gentleman of fine

compleated their Felicity. In ſhort, happy Tempers 
well ſuited to each other, a moderate Fortune, and-a 
pleaſant Habitation, furniſhed them with more real Hap- 


pineſs than all Alonxo's Wealth could purchaſe, 


The King's Favour afterwards raiſed Carlos to a more 
advantageous Employment: So that by his good Con-

the Evidence given at the Trial are printed, the Truth 
of the above Facts will be ſupported. 


The Conduct and Caje of the Vice. Chancellor 


O*® Wedncſday Morning Mr. Sandford, the Police, 
related to the Vice-Chancellor the Particulars of 
what he knew had paſſed, and the Names of the Perſons 
he had taken. The Vice-Chancellor employed that Day 
to inform himſelf more particularly of the Matter, and

lor uſed his Endeavours to inform himſelf who the other;

the Vice-Chancellor acquainted Mr. Blzcoww, that the 
Perſons accuſed would be before him in the Delagates 
Room that Morning at Eleven, and he defired Mr. Bla- 
cow to be ther. = 1 
Upon Examination in the Delegates Room, the two 


anſwered they were drunk, c. as before—--Mr. Lux- 


more perſiſted in denying he had uttered any treaſonable 
Words, and offer'd to aſſert it in the moſt ſolemn Man- 
ner, and likewiſe inſiſted on being accuſed upon Oath, 
which Mr. Blacow declined to do himſelf, but ſaid he 
could bring Perſons who would. a, 
The Vice-Chancellor thereupon appointed Mr. Pla- 
cozy to be with him, with his Witneſſes, at Four that 
Evening, at which Time Mr. Blacow came alone, and 
being aſked by the Vice-Chancellor where the Witneſles 


Were, 
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were, refuſed to produce them, unleſs the Vice-Chan- 
cellor would promiſe to take the Depoſitions, which he 


faid they had ready drawn up in their Pockets. — The 
Vice-Chancellor deſired, repeatedly, to have the Perſons 


called up to him, that he might examine them, and col- 


lect their Evidence to the Point, to which they were 
called; in the Manner he thought all Juſtices ſhould pro- 
ceed ; and Mr. Bl/acow abſolutely refuſing to call them, 


_ unleſs the Vice-Chancellor would take their Depoſitions 


as they were ready drawn ; after ſome Diſcourſe the 
Vice-Chancellor refaſed it. 5 . 
The next Morning the Vice-Chancellor appointed the 
Proctors to attend him, and at that Time directed ſuch 
Puniſhment for the Perſons proved guilty of riotous Pro- 
ceedings, as he apprehended he was warranted to inflict 

in an academical Way; in which, beſides other acade- 
mical Puniſhments, he ſuſpended them for a Year from 
all Degrees, and regiſtred them as Delinquent, which he 
apprehended to be puniſhing them in an academical 
Way, to the full Extent of his Power, as Vice-Chan- 


cellor. „ 


In this Affair the Vice-Chancellor is to be conſidered 
as the Head and Governor of the Univerſity, and in 
Conſequence of that alſo, as a Juſtice of Peace: The 
former of which will oblige him to treat the numerous 
Youth there, of the beſt Families in the Kingdom, with 
the Care of a Guardian, and Tenderneſs of a Parent, 
as well as with the Authority of a Governor; to form 
their Minds by generous Principles, to generous Prac- 
tices, and to fit them for thoſe high Stations of Life, 
their Fortunes, their Capacities, and their Education 


may juſtly give them a Title to expect; and in the 


Courſe of ſuch a Government over-look ſmall Miſtakes, 
not ſee ſome Errors, and excuſe ſome Faults ; (which 


every Government ſometimes does, and every wiſe and 


good Government oft will do) and whenever Correction 
is neceſſary, to perform it with Humanity: And as an 
ingenious Gentleman on the ſaid Occaſion, to puniſh

That he hath well and truly performed his Part of 

his Office ſeems to admit no Doubt; for he immediately | 
proceeded with cautious Juſtice, and ſteady Prudence, 

with due Reſpect to the Accuſed, and with great Regard. 
to the Body he governed; he conſulted with ſeveral of 
the Heads of the Colleges, and with thoſe moſt particu— 
larly intereſted in the Conduct of the Offenders, exa- 
min'd the Offences, and puniſh'd the Guilty in an aca- 
demical Way, according to the Rules and Laws of that 

Body, of which they were Members, and he the Head 

to the full Extent of his Power, as Vice-Chancellor. 
But ſhould we ſuppoſe him to act with the Tenderneſs 


of a Parent, to the Faults of their Children, can that be 


imputed to him as a Crime in this Caſe, when every 
Judge on the Bench is preſum'd by Law to be a Council 
for the Priſoner at the far, tho charged with the higheſt 

Crimes and Miſdemeanors. 5 
But his Judgment at Oxferd is ſo far from being faulty, 
that it is confirmed at Y/e/tminſter-Hall, for thoſe he cen- 
tured there are found guilty ; and the Perſon he acquit- 
ted now found Innocent at the King's-Bench by a ſpecial 
Jury, after an eight Hours Trial. . 
And his Conduct is ſo far from being diſproved by 
that great and good Lord the Chancellor, who has been 
ſaid to intend a Viſitation there, that he hath appointed 

the ſame worthy Perſon again to be the Vice-Chancellor. 
And if we conſider him as a Juſtice of Peace in Con- 
ſequence of his Office; can it be imagin'd that the Vice- | 

Chancellor of the Univerſity of Oxford, the Privileges 
and Exemptations of which have been eftabliſh'd for 
Ages, confirm'd by the Charters of numerous crown'd 
Heads, which Body is, and has a Right to be govern'd 
by the Civil Law, ſhould be willing to lay down the 
Dignity of Vice-Chancellor to take up the Office of a 
Juſtice of Peace, in the fingle Caſe of two Boyiſh Offen- 
ders, in an Affair of that Kind unprecedented there, 
| ROS e amongſt 
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amongſt the many Thouſands, who for upwards of 


Thirty Years have been Members of that illuſtriou 


Body. = 


But laying that out of the Caſe, is it the Duty of a Juſ- 


tice to ſearch after Offences, and hunt aiter Witneſles.? 


And who ever heard of the Juſtices on the Bench, or 
even Mr. 4 G 
hunting, and lugging in of Witneſſes, without a pre- 
vious Information, which they certainly would do, was 
it Part of their Duty. 

And as to the receiving Pocket Depoſitions to charge 
Perſons with the higheſt Crimes by; certainly ſuch an 
Act would more juſtly have ſubjected the Vice-Chancel- 
lor to an Information, than every other Article laid to 
his Charge, as being contrary to all Practice, penn: 
to the Liberties of Engliſhmen, and more like a Spaniſ 
Inquiſition than an Engliſh Proſecution. 


Nor does it appear that any other Information was re- 


gularly offer'd, unleſs that of Mr. Blacow's on Monday 


can be ſaid to be ſo, when both the Vice-Chancellor and 


he, on conſulting the Law Books, were of Opinion it 


was out of Time. 


And ſuppoſe they both miſtook the Law, is an Error 


in Judgment to be puniſhed in a Judge or a Magittrate ? 


If that be the Caſe, what would become of the Bench; 
where there is ſcarce a Term but ſome of thoſe Sages in 
the Law who have made it the Study of their Lives, are 
miſtaken in their Opinions and out-voted by their Bre- 


thren ; I forbear Inſtances of that Kind, which every 
Court may pleaſe to recollect, and conſequently be more 


ready to excuſe a Divine who owns his Unacquaintedneſs 


with Things of this Nature, and pretends not to dictate 


to the Lawyers, as one of that Body did to the Univer- 


ity ; and it muſt ſurely appear ſtrange for a Man from a 


Meeting to dictate Loyalty to the Univerſity of Oxford, 


which {uffer'd ſo much for their adhering to the Crown, 


from thoſe who are known to be Rebels by Principle 
when out of Power, and Tyrants in Practice when in.

This fteady Conduct, which they little expected, ap- 
peared extravagant to t: Court : They were aftonithed 
at his attempt rg to oppoſe the Will of the King. Such 
an Oppoſition made them believe, that, after the Ex-

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ample of Charles the XIIth, he would ſtand a Siege in 
his own Houſe. They gave out, that he threatned tg 
kill the firſt Man that ſhould offer to arreſt him; and 
that beginning thus by Murder, he would finiſh by 
Suicide: Monſieur the Duke de Gewres, and ſeveral 
others, were mentioned as Witneſſes of theſe Declarati- 
ons; but there is not one of them who does not deny 
their having ever heard any ſuch Thing. Among others 
the Duke declares publickly, that the Pr had al- 
ways aſſured him, that he would ſhew a Reſpect to all 
thoſe who ſhould apply to him in the Name of the King, 
This ſuppoſed Intention, however, giving the Alarm 
to the Council, and furniſhing Matter for the Wiſdom 
of the Miniſters, made them, after mature Deliberation, 
reſolve to have the Pr—— ſeized by Surprize. The 
| Paſſage leading to the Opera Houſe was choſen, as the 
moſt proper Place for arreſting him. The Pr—— ap- 
_ peared every Day in ſome publick Aſſembly, either in 
the Walks, or in the Play-houſes ; and for ſome Time 
before, he had even frequented them more than uſual; 
being probably reſolved, that if they ſhould attempt any 
Violence, it ſhould be done in Publick, that the World 
might ſee, that he did not willingly give up the Aſylum 

Which had been promiſed him by France. 
The Day of Execution being fixed, and the Orders 
given to Monſieur the Duke de Biron, Colonel of the 
French Guards, a Council of War was held at the Duke's 
Houſe, in the Night between Monday and Tuz/day the 
eleventh of December, which was compoſed of the Field 
Officers and fix Serjeants. They concerted the Methods 
for executing this Enterprize : The Officers who were 
to have a Share in it, were commanded to repair to Mr. 
de Vaudreuil's before Day, in order to prevent their be- 
ing perceived. The Duke de Biron went thither him- 
Telf, and cauſed ten Ells of crimſon ſilk Cord to be 
bought; and having drawn out 1200 Men of his Regi- 
ment, he ordered them to inveſt the enn. ©

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= The Opera- Houſe at Paris is in this Plact. 
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The Serjeant of the Regiment, armed with Cuiraſſes 

e e . had Directions to be in the Paſſage to 
the Opera-Houſe, and in the Entrances of the Houſes 

bordering upon it. The Serjeants of the Grenadiers, 
being the moſt intrepid, where ordered to ſeize the 
Pr : Two Companies of Grenadiers took Poſt in 
the Court-yard of the Kitchens, where the Duke Biron 
diſguiſed and in a Coach, waited to ſee the Succeſs of 
this Enterprize. The Mufquetairs + had Orders to be 
ready to mount on Horſeback : The Guet f was diftri- 
buted in all the neighbouring Streets: Troops were 
poſted upon the Road from the Palace-Royal quite to 
Vincennes; Hatchets and Scaling-Ladders, were prepared, 
Lockſmiths were directed to attend, in order to take the 
by a Scalade, in Caſe he ſhould throw himſelf 
into ſome Houſe, and there reſolve to ſtand a Siege. 
Dr. Vernage, the Phyſician, and three Surgeons, were 


alſo ordered to be in Readineſs to dreſs the Wounded. 


The Meaſures thus taken, with all this Precaution and 


\ Secrecy, were notwithſtanding obſerved. The Pr—— 


received that Morning ſeveral Notes, giving him Advice 
of the whole Deſign. At the Tuilleries“ likewiſe ke 


was advertiſed of it; and, as he paſſed thro? the Street 


St. Honore, going to the Opera, he heard a Voice call to 
him, © Pr——, return, they are going to arreſt you, 


* the Palace-Royal is belet.”. Notwithſtanding theſe 


Advices he went on, and alighting from his Coach at 


the Paſſage of the Opera-Houſe, he found the Guards 


doubled, with their Bayonets fx'd on the Muzzels of 
their Muſkets ; the Guet turning Paitengers out of the 
Streets, and making the Coaches file off; and he was 
ſurrounded by the Serjeants dreſſed in grey Cloaths, as 
if they had been Servants who were deſirous to get a

vanced, under pretence of diſperſing the Mob, which 


was to be the Signal. At that Inſtant two Serjeants 


ſeized him by the Arms behind, two ſeized his Hands, 
one ſeized him round the Middle, and another ſeized his 
Legs. In this Condition they carried him to a great 
Gate at the End of the Paſſage, belonging to Mr. Maz/ar, 
which opened into the Caurt-Yard of the Kitchens, 
Mr. de YVaudreuil and the other Officers waited for the 
 Pr—— behind the Gate, which they opened to receive 
«* him. Monſeigneur, ſays Mr. de Vaudreuil, I arreſt you 
« in the Name of the King my Maſter.” The Pr—, 
without the leaſt Change in his Countenance, anſwered, 
“ The Manner is a little too violent.” According to 


their Orders, they carried him into a Hall upon the 


_ Ground-floor, where they demanded his Arms. 
é ſhall not deliver them to you, ſays he, but you may 
e take them.” They took from him his Sword, a 
Knife with two Blades, and two Piſtols. He ſaid, 
* They muſt not be ſurpriſed at ſeeing him have Piſtols, 
for he had conſtantly carried a Pair in his Pockets, 
* ever {ſince his Return from Scoz—d.” M. de Vaudreuil 
begged of him, not to make any Attempt either upon 
his own Life, or that of any other Perſon ; the Pr— 

gave him his Word he would not. Then Mr. de Yau- 
areuil went to the Duke de Biron's Coach, to give an 
Account of what had paſſed : He informed him of the 
Pr 's being ditarmed, and of his having made no 
Reſiſtance. 'The Duke judged, nevertheleſs, that for 
the greater Security, it was neceſſary to have him bound; 
which was executed by Mr. de YVauareuil; who, in do- 
Ing it, made his Excuſe to the Pr——, by aſſuring him, 
that theſe Precautions were taken out of Regard to his 
Perſon, and ſolely to prevent him from making any

« come, my Friend,” ſays the Pr „encouraging 
him, and ſo walked up the Stairs (which conſiſted of 


fifty Steps) to the Chamber appointed for his Lodging. 


Upon entring he cooly ſurveyed his Apartment, the 
Furniture of which conſiſted of a matted Chair, and a 
wretched Camp Bed. This, ſays he, is not very 
« magnificent; and then aſked what was the Meaning 
of thoſe Characters which he obſerved upon the Walls 
of the Room: M. de Chatelet anſwered, that they were 
the Handy-work of a Prieſt who had made a long Abode 
in that Chamber. After ſome little Time M. de Vau- 
dreuil ſaid, that his Priſoner had not been thoroughly 
ſearched ; upon which, M. de Chatelet aſked the Pr 
if he had any Thing Wen with which he could

them a Pair of Compaſſes and declared upon his Word, 
he had nothing more. Mr. de Yaudreat] took M. de 


_ Chatelet aſide, after whiſpering ſome time together, they 


returned to the Pr , and ſearched him ſo ſtrictly, 


that Mr. de Vaudreuil thruſt his Hands even into the . 


Upon this the Pr—— 
ſhewed in Nis Countenance a Mark of great Indignation ;

They aſked him at what Hour he- would 
ſup; he anſwered, that he had dined heartily, and very 
late, and that he would call for ſomething when he 
had a mind to eat. Then he inquired, how they had

© MAN is not uſed to be bound; he is not made for 
that Purpoſe.” A little after, he reaſſumed the Diſ- 
courſe about his People thus : If you have treated the 


Chevalier Harrington in the ſame Manner you treated 


“me, I heartily. pity the poor Man: He is fat, and 
“ muſt have ſuffered a great. deal.” At laſt, finding 
that they refuſed to give him any Account of the Fate 
of his People, he ſpoke no more of them, but walked 
about his Chamber, treating the Officers, appointed for 
his Guard, with Familiarity and Politeneſs. Mr. de 
Vaudreuili being the only Perſon to whom he did not 
direct his Diſcourſe. After having walked a long Time, 
he threw- himſelf upon the Bed in his Cloaths, but it 
was with Difficulty he could compoſe himſelf. At laſt, 


however, he fell aſleep ; but his Sleep was ſo diſturbed, 


that the Officers of his Guard being frightned, run to 


bis Bed-fide, where they found him ſtill faſt aſleep. He 


continued ſlee ping till fix in the Morning, when he 
awaked, and aſked what it was a Clock. Being told; 
he with a Smile ſaid, The Nights ſeem here to be 
* ſomewhat long.” He then got up, walked about in 
his Chamber, talking freely with the Officers about in- 
different Matters, and treating them as if they had be-

This, Sir, is what I have learned from an Officer, 
who is a Friend of mine, and was one of thoſe upon the 
Pr s Guard. He was with Mr. de Vaudreuil behind 
the Gate at the Bottom of the Opera-Houſe Paſſage. He 
ſaw the Pr brought in, eonducted him to Vincennes, 
and did not leave him till next Morning at Ten o Clock. 
My Friend would at firſt have denied the Pr=—'s having 
been bound, but finding that the Fact was averred, and 
made publick, he with Grief acknowledged it. He 


had conceived the higheſt Reſpect, and was ſtruck with 


Admiration of this Pr——. There never was, faid he, 
ſo great a Man: In his greateſt Diſtreſs he did not 
diſcover the leaſt Weakneſs : In all his Converſation he 
ſhewed as much Temper and Magnanimity as any Man 
could ſhew in the Height of Proſperity : Even in his Pri- 
ſon he appeared

Both Officers and Soldiers, upon their Return from 
Vincennes, ſpoke the like Sentiments as my Friend: They 
thought it * Duty not to conceal their Admiration. 
In leſs than four Hours all theſe Circumſtances were 
ſpread over the whole City of Paris: The Pr — 1s 
chere beloved: They reſpect his Virtues: They think 
he had merited an Afylum in France. The Publick, 
already in a Conſternation at hearing of his being ar- 
reſted, ſhewed the utmoſt Indignation at the Treatment 
he had received; their Diſcourſe was outrageous and 
Without any Reſtraint. This Event was looked on as a 
publick Calam ty: In every Houſe you went to, you 
found them in Tears: Men, Women, all weeping, all 
ſeemed to lament the Loſs of the Honour of their King, 
and of that of their Country; and every one imagi- 
ned, that each had received a perſonal Diſgrace. In 
ſhort, the publick Reſentment' was ſo furious, that it 
was thought neceſſary to give ſome pretended Reaſons 
for binding the Pr——, and for the other Parts of the 
Treatment he had ſuffered. The Officers of the Guards 
were reprimanded by their Commanders, for having ſo 
much extolled the Pr. They were ordered to We

that they had bòund him, becauſe after he had delivered 
one Piſtol, and given his Word that he had no more, 
they had, nevertheleſs, found another. But theſe Sto- 
ries came too late: They could not now contradict the 
Facts which they themſelves had publickly related. Be- 
ſides, all the Officers, except one or two, refuſed Obedi- 


_ ence to this particular Command: They continued to 


ſpeak with Admiration of the Pr——. Thoſe who 
were ſo mean as to, recant what they had ſaid, were at 
length overwhelmed with Shame, and obliged to be fi- 


lent. And thus were all the Efforts to blacken the 


Pr s Character render'd ineffectual.

cy, in order to make it more effectual, entered into a 


Treaty, by which among other trifling Matters agreed to 


hinc inde, the chief and indeed main End of the Nego- 
tiation was, that the States ſtood: engaged to ſeize and 
deliver up to the Uſurper the Perſon of his Majeſty, if 
ſo be at any Time he ſhould happen, by Chance or De- 
ſign, to come within their Territories, when required 
thereto by any in his Name ;—and that this Treaty, 
having been figned by the States, was ſent to London, 
from whence it had returned but yeſterday Morning, and 


totally finiſhed yeſternight betwixt him and a private Com- 


mittee of the States. He repreſented his Maſter's Intel- 
ligence to be ſo good, that a Diſcovery would be made 
even to himſelf (DowninGc) of his Majeſty's being there 
and if he neglected to apply to have him ſeized, his Maſ- 
ter would reſent it to the higheſt, which would infallibly- 
coſt him his Head, and deprive his Majeſty of a faithful 


Servant. And being deſirous to prevent the miſerable 


e be of what would follow, if his being here 
was diſcovered, he reſolved to communicate the Danger 
he was in, and for fear of a future Diſcovery he had diſ- 
guiſed himſelf, being reſolved to truſt no Perſon with the 
Secret. He then propoſed that his Majeſty would im- 
mediately mount his Horſes, and make all the Diſpatch 

imaginable out of the States Territories. That he him- 
ſelf would return Home, and under pretenee of Sickneſs, 
lie longer in Bed than uſual; and that when he thought 
his Majeſty was ſo far off, as to be out of Danger to be 
overtaken, he would go to the States and acquaint them 
that he underſtood his Majeſty was in Town, and require 


his being ſeized in the Terms of the late Treaty. That 


he knew they would comply, and ſend to the Place 
directed: but on finding that his Majeſty was gone off 


ſo far as to be ſafe, he would propoſe to make no far- 


ther Noiſe about it, leſt it ſhould diſcover the Treaty, and 
prevent his Majeſty's afterwards falling into their Hands. 
The King immediately followed his Advice, and he re- 
turning home, every thing was aQed and happened, as 
he propoſed and foretold. e 
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The King having thus, eſcaped this imminent Danger 
moſt rebpicully — — — he bad promiſed, never 
mentioning any part of this Story, till after his Reftora- 
tion, and not then defiring to Ton how Downina's 
Intelligence came, which he never diſcovered) tho' he 
(the King) often ſaid it was a Myſtery, for no Perſon 
knew of his Defign till he was on Horſeback, and that 
he could not think Fremine. went and diſcovered him 
to Downinc.

J7 OUR Letter found me here about four Davs 
ago. I am glad to know that you are well, and 


am much obliged to you for your Account of what 


you are about, &c. 


To ſatisfy your Defire of hearing ſomething of 
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Herculanum, T make uſe of the firſt Leiſure Hour 1 
have : You muſt not expe& much new Matter, for, I 
do not find they have lately made any conſiderable 
Diſcoveries. Neither Tergus, nor Pollio, nor Cælius, 
are yet found; not ſo much as an Hermathena. I had 
not raiſed my Expectations ſo high, as I find you 
would have done upon this Occaſion ; which made 
the Sight anſwer to me extreamly well : Particularly, 
I found the Deſcent of the Paſſages made through the 
ſeveral Parts much more commodious than I had 
imagined, One may examine the Whole with the 
greateſt Eaſe and Pleaſure, and I will endeavour ta 
give it you, as it appeared to me. They have dug in 
two Places, one of which is the Theatre, the other in 
a different Part of the Town, not communicating 
with the former. Both of theſe lie about fifty Feet 
under the preſent Surface. By what we could obſerve, 
the Town ſeems to have ſuffered, partly by Fire; 
much more by the Shock of an Earthquake ; but 
moſt of all, by being overwhelmed and buried by a 

f * 40 Flood 
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« Flood of Matter poured in upon it, which fills up 
ce cloſely all the Vacuities that could give it Admiſſion. 
« 'This Matter is of a particular Texture and Compo- 
« ſition : It is of a dark-grey Colour, much ſofter than 
& any Free-ſtone, but brittle, and in cutting more like 
“ that than any Sort of Earth. In ſome Places, I think 
<« they ſhewed me unmixed Sea-Sand in ſmall Parcels. 
It is certain, that in ſeveral Eruptions of Ye/uwins, the 
« Mountain hath by ſome ſubterraneous Paſſages abſor- 
« bed, and diſcharged again, great Quantities of Water, 
« Mud, &c. from the Sea: But whether this Deluge of 
« fluid Cement (which I imagine. the Sea muſt have had 
* ſome Share in) came by the Mountain, or ſome nearer 
« Communication from the Sea, I cannot at all pre- 
« tend to gueſs. You enter the Theatre at the Upper- 
„ Part, all round by the Sides of the Wall. On the 
« inſide, there is a regular Paſſage made, and from 
« thence ſeveral others made by Steps down into the 
„ Area; ſo that the Meaſure of the Whole is eaſily had. 
What they have found here is chiefly Marble Columns 
. of Statues; and in particular the Equeſtrian Statue of 
« Balbus, of Marble, as big as the Life: This is the 
„ moſt valuable Thing of any that hath been found; 
& and is, I believe, the beſt Equeſtrian Statue now ex- 
c tant of the Antients. There was another of the ſame 
« of Balbus the Father, but it was broken all to Pieces. 
« 'This was but little damaged: The Inſcription is, 
M. NONIO. M. F. PR. PRO COS. HERCULANENSES. © 
« The middle Part I leave you to read as you pleaſe ; it 
< being, I find, a Matter not quite decided. In the 
* other Part of the Town, which is open and cleared 
« away for a pretty large Space in the' ſame manner, 
« you ſee every thing you can expect to find, conſider- 
* ing the Nature and Circumſtance of the Thing. All 
« Moveables, worth carrying away, are gone. There 
* remain the Walls of Houſes, Doors, and Window- 
6“ Caſes, Steps, Rooms, Moſaic Floors, Stucco, painted 
« with plain Red, or with Black and Yellow, in Che- 
« quer-work, imitating Moſaick, &c. the better Sort of 
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« Painting being all taken away, Wells, Baths; Colo-

cannot pretend to give you a Catalogue of the Things
